Five people were in St. Alexius hospital early today as the 


result of an automobile accident which happened last evening on 
the penitentiary road about one mile east of the end of the pave- 
ment on Main street. They are: 
Joseph Berger, Sr., Mrs. Ber-. 


ger, Mr. and Mrs. Peter Aller and Mrs. Joseph Isle. Joseph Ber-1 
ger.,, Jr., 9 years old, escaped with a few scratches.

The extent of the injuries to those in the hospital could not! 


be determined in all cases until after X-ray examination was made, 
said Dr. F. B. Strauss, who was attending the injured people. Jo- 
seph Berger was thought to be the most seriously injured, prob- 
ably havyig suffered internal injuries. 
The accident happened near the 


Lahr Motor Sales warehouse on the 
prison road between 8 and 9 o'clock. 
Mr. «Berger was driving the touring 
car toward the city. W. 3. Bennett, 
with his wife and daughter, also was 
driving toward the city in his touring 
car. Another automobile was going 
east.

the injured people from under the 
overturned car, Mr. Berger started 
past the Bennett car, both traveling 
at a fair rate of speed. Another car 
was going east, Mr. Berger's car be- 
ing the middle car. His car swerved, 
stnfck the front fender of Mr. Ben- 
belt's car, thus causing the rear end 
of the Berger car to skid sharply and 
the car to overturn. Mr. Herbert, Mrs. 
Herbert and Miss Minnie Wolfe were 
eye-witnesses to the accident. 


Mr. Berger caught the heaviest force 


of the accident. Peter Aller probably 
suffered one or two broken ribs. Mrs. 
Aller suffered a gash on the head and 
injury to a foot. Mrs. Berger and Mrs. 
Isle were bruised badly about the face 
and head and perhaps suffered bodily 
injuries. The little boy was the luck- 
iest person in the accident, escaping 
with scratches. 


T-ie occupants of the overturned car 


werP brought to the hospital as quick- 
ly as possible and given prompt atten- 
tion. 
All were reported doing \ery 


well today, although the extent of 
all injuries had not been determined. 


The Eerger car was badly wrecked 


but wrs brought into the city this 
morning under its own power. The 
Bennett car fender was smashed and 
some damage done to the radiator and 
wheel.

THE SMALL HOUSE BUREAU 


The American Institute of Architects, wityi the 


approval and co-operation of the department of 


i commerce, has instituted a bureau for the aid of 
the builder of a small house. The bureau will 
Smake available to the public, at nominal cost, a 
wide variety of plans for small houses, selected 
Jby the institute from competitive drawings sub- 
mitted hy many architects. 


i 
It is expected that these plans will liflt only 


j furnish rarely beautiful designs at less 'than the 


j usual cost, but that they will be worked out with 


i especial reference to economy in construction. 


i Rooms are designed to cause the least possible 


i waste of material. For example, many of them 
are made 11 feet 6 inches, so that the standard 
.twelve-foot lengths of lumber may be used with 
minimum wastage. 
All plans call for standard 


'sizes of dcors and windows. 
With each set of 


plans comes a complete list of specifications, in 
minute detail, so that the builder can get accurate 
bids from local dealers for what he needs. 


In order that the plans may conform to vary- 


ing conditions, the bureau has divided the coun- 
try into thirteen regions, according to local cli- 
matic conditions and available local building <ma- 
t"rials. The first region, called the Northwestern 
division, with headquarters at Minneapolis, has 
now ready for the public plans of 108 houses. The 
department of commerce is conducting experi- 
ments to improve and standardize plumbing and 
to determine such details as the best thickness of 
walls, floor loads, etc. 


These are the days of the small builder. Not 


only is the cost of building prohibitive to loo am- 
bitious houses for the person of moderate means, 
but all conditions today point to the desirability 
rf the small house. Servants are not so plentiful 
or so efficient as a generation ago and the owner 
cf a big house is apt to find it something like a 
white elephant on his hands. The proposed ser- 
vice to- the small builder will be appreciated.—St. 
Joseph News-Press.

The 
Indianapolis club, however, is closely 
allied with the New York Giants, so 
that McGraw undoubtedly will have a 
radio fadeaway among his slab reper- 
toire before the end of the season, if 
he so desires.

Arthur Webster of Detroit on June 0 
grants the petition of the Gleaner 
Clearing House Association that it be 
dissolved, Me larEQst farmers' co-o:>er- 
ative baying and selling agency In 
Michigan, anil one of the most impor- 
tant of Its kind in the United States, 
will pass, out of existence. 


The association filed its petition for 


dissolution April 13, declaring that al- 
thought its assets -were considerably 
higher than its liabilities the present 
prices of farm commodities were so 
"low and the future outlook so uncer- 
tain that it believed ft would quit bus- 
iness "in fairness to creditors." 
To- 


tal assets were placed at $719,020.61 
and liabilities at $446,74.1.33. Charles 
R. Talbot, Detroit banker, is acting a* 
temporary receiver for the organiza- 
tion. 
The association, organized in March, 


1907, became one of the most notable 
organizations of its kind, numbering 
among its membership a large percent- 
age of the farmers of Michigan. From 
the outset the function of the Associ- 
r.tion was to purchase goods in largi 
quantities needed by farmers and in 
turn to handle the products of the 
farm in large volume. 


The association maintained more than 


a score of grain elevators and ware- 
houses in different parts of the stato 


The organization, according to its of 


ficials, enjoyed a steadily growing bus- 
iness until thf slump In thp price of 
farm commodities came after the war. 
The association failed to show profits 
after that time, it was explained, 
b Certain of the elevators owned by 
(he association still arr in operation 
and will bu continued until they can 
be sold.
